sioners appointed to arrange for the 
evacuation of Porto llico and other 
islands in the West Indies, under the 
Protocol of August 12, ISflS, which is to 
continue in force till ita provisions are 
completely executed. 


The time within which the evacuation 


of the Philippine Islands and Guam 
shall be completed shall be fixed by tbe 
two Governments.

ARTICLE VI. 


Spain will, upon the signature of tlie 


present treaty, release all prisoners o£ 
war, and all persons detained or im- 
prisoned for political offences, in connec- 
tion with the insurreclions in Cuba and 
the Philippines and the war with the 
United States. 


Reciprocally, the United States will 


release all persons made prisoners of war 
by the American forces, and will under- 
take to obtain the release of all Spanish, 
prisoners in the hands of the insurgents, 
in Cuba and the Philippines. 
• The Government of the United States 
will at its own cost return to Spaiu and: 
the Government of Spain will at its own. 
cost return to the United States, Cuba, 
Porto Kico, and the Philippines, accord- 
ing to the situation of their respective 
homes, prisoners released or caused to 
be released by them, respectively, under 
this article. 


AllTICLE VII. 


The United Stales and Spain mutually 


relinquish all claims for indemnity, na- 
tional and individual, of every kind, ot 
either Government, or if its citizens oi 
subjects, against the other Government, 
that may have arisen since tbe beginning 
of the late insurrection in Cuba and 
prior to the exchange of ratifications of 
the present treaty, including all claims 
for indemnity for the coat of tbe war. 


The United States will adjudicate and 


settle the claims of its citizens against 
Spain relinquished in this article. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Like rales shall be reciprocally observed 
in favor of Spain in resped.of documents 
in the archives of. the islatida above re- 
ferred to. 


In the aforesaid lelincjuisb.mentor ces- 


sion, as the case may be, are also includ- 
ed such rights as the Crown of bpain aud 
its authorities possess in respect of tlie 
oflicial archives and recotda, executive 
as well as judicial, in the islands above 
refeired to, which relate to said islands 
or the rights and property of their in- 
habit ants. Such archives and records 
shall be carefully preserved, aud private 
persons shall without distinction have 
the right to require, in accordance with 
law, 
authenticated copies of the con- 


tracts, wills andolherinatiuments form- 
ing part of notarial protocols or files, or 
which may be contained in the executive 
or judicial archives, be the latter in Spain 
or io tbe islands aforesdid. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Spanish subjects, natives of the Penin- 


sula residing m the territory over which 
Spain by the present treaty relinquishes 
or cedes her sovereignty, may remain in 
such territory or may remove tberehom, 
retaining in either event all their rights 
of property, including the right to sell or 
dispose of such property or of its pro- 
ceeds ; and they shall also have the right 
to carry on their industry, comnnreu and 
professions, being subject in respect 
thereof to such laws as are applicable to 
other foreigners. In case they remain 
in the territory they may preserve their 
allegiance to Hie Crown of Spain by mak- 
ing, before a court of record, within a 
year from the date of the exchange of 
ratifications of this treaty, a declaration 
of their decision to preserve such alle- 
giance; in default of which declaration 
they shall be held to have renounced it 
and to have adopted the nationality of 
the territory in which the} may reside. 


The civil rights uud political status of 


the native inhabitants of the territories 
hereby ceded to the Uuited Slates shall 
be determined by tbe Congress. 


AKTICLE X. 


The inhabitants of the territories ovpr 


which Spain relinquishes or cedes Her 
sovereignty shall be secured iu the free 
exercise of their religion. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The Spauiatds residing in the terri- 


tories over which Spain by this treaty 
cedes or relinquishes her sovereignty 
shall be subject In matters civil as well as 
criminal to the jurisdiction of the courts 
of the country wherein they reside, pur- 
suant to the ordinary laws governing the 
same; aud they shall have the right to 
appear before such courts, and to pursue 
the same course as citizens of the coun- 
try to which the courts belong. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Judicial proceedings pending at the 


time of the exchange of ratifications of 
this treaty in the territories over which 
Spain relinquishes or cedes her sovereign- 
ty shall be determined according to the 
following rules: 


1. Judgments rendered either in civil 


suits between private individuals, or in 
criminal matters, before the date men- 
tioned, and with respect to which there 
is no recourse or right of review under 
the Spanish law, shall be deemed to be 
final, and shall be executed in due form 
by competent authority in the territory 
within which such judgments should be 
curried out. 


2. Civil suits between private individ- 


uals which may on the date mentioned 
be undetermined shall be prosecuted to 
judgment before the court in which they 
may then be pending or in the court that 
may be substituted therefor. 


3. Criminal actions pending on tbe 


date mentioned before the Supreme 
Court of Spain against citizens of the 
territory which by this treaty ceases to 
be Spanish shall continue under its juris- 
diction until final judgment; but, such 


obligations. 


ARTICLE XVIt. 


The present treaty shall be ratified by 


the President of the United States, by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate thereof, aud by Her Majesty the 
Queen Regent of Spain ; and the ratifi- 
cations shall be exchanged at Washing- 
ton within six months from the date 
hereof, or earlier if pjssible. 


In faith whereof, we, the respective 


Plenipotentiaries, have signed this treaty 
and have hereunto allixed our seals.

rights and patents acquired by Spaniards 
in the Island of Oubj., and in Porto llico, 
the Philippines and other ceded terri- 
tories, at the time of the exchange 
of the ratifications of this treaty, shall 
continue to be respected.

Tbe practical success of Marconi's 


method of telegraphing considerable dis- 
tances without wires seems to be now 
placed beyond dispute. Messages have 
recently been sent by him without wires 
from Folkstone across the English chan- 
nel to Boulogne, a distance of thirty-two 
miles, aud the effort will now be made to 
telegraph "through the medium of the 
ether" from Folkstone to Paris. Xot 
only have messages bsen sint successful- 
ly under favorable weather conditions, 
but they have been sent under all sorts 
of conditions and repeatedly without 
hitch or delay. The experimental stage 
has accordingly been passed. Over lim- 
ited distances a reliable telegraphic ser- 
vice is shown to be perfectly practicable. 
Till recently the scientific world has re- 
garded Marconi's reported exploits with 
some incredulity, but a recent letter of 
Dr. Fleming, of University College, 
London, to the Timis, giving the results 
of a close study of Marconi's work, has 
caused a decided change of attitude. 


Marconi's'"plant" is simple and inex- 


pensive, costing for a service of, say, fifty 
miles not over $500. He erects at the 
point from which he sends bis message, 
and also at the point where the message 
is to be received, a flagstaff to which he 
attaches a vertical copper wire—the 
higher the wire the better. For tele- 
graphing long distances the wire must 
go higher than for short distances. 
For biidging the Channel, for example, 
it is carried to a height of 150 feet. 
To 


reach Paris with facility the wires at 
each end of the line must be considerably 
higher, the object being to avoid the in- 
terference of the earth and. other inter- 
vening obstacles. 
By means of kites 


such wires may for special occasions be 
carried to great heights. 
The apparatus 


ecjploj'ed is so small in amount that it 
may all be placed on an ordinary kitchen 
table. 
With such an outfit Marconi has 


been sending messages regularly over the 
waters between the lightship on the 
Goodwins and the South Foreland light- 
houae, a distance of twelve miles. The 
observer on the lightship by pressing 
a button rings a bell at tba lighthouse 
with as much facility as he would send a 
like signal at home from his bedroom to 
the servant downstairs. It is thus made 
possible in stormy weather to summon 
lifeboats on occasion without loss of time 
and indicate from the lightship just 
where the services of the boats are need- 
ed. 


How the electric signals are sent 


through the air—or, rather, through the 
ether—without wires it wonld take too 
long to explain. It is enough to enum- 
erate the undisputed facts, "llach ver- 
tical wire connected with a Marconi re- 
ceiving or sending apparatus,"says Dr. 
Fleming, "has a certain 'sphere of in- 
fluence.' Signor Marconi has proved by. 
experiment up to certain limits that the 
distance to which effective signaling ex- 
tends varies as the square of the height 
of the rod. 
A wire twenty feet high 


carries the effective signal one mils, forty 
feet high four miles, eighty feet high six- 
teen miles, and so on. Up to the present 
he has not discovered any method of 
shielding any particular rod so as to ren- 
der it responsive only to signals coming 
from one station aud not from all others 
within its sphere of influence. In spite, 
however, of what has been said, there is 
no inherent impossibility in attaining 
this desirod result. At present all sig- 
nals sent .from the South Foreland to 
France affect the receiver oil board the 
Goodwin lightship. But tbia ofters no 
difficulty. In an ordinary electric bell 
system in a hotel the servant recogni/.es 
the room from which the signal comes 
by means of a simple apparatus called an 
indicator, and a very similar arrange- 
ment can be applied to distinguish the 
origin of an ether wave signal when sev- 
eral instruments are at work in a com- 
mon region.

persons to corruptly solicit members of tbe 
House, both for the purpoieof influencing 
tlieiroflicial action in reference to the Mc- 
Cirrell jury bill and in reference to their 
oHicial action as to the election ol a United 
Htates Senator. 


This corrupt solicitation, the 
report 


states, consisted of offers of money, posi- 
tion, advantage, and political preferment. 
The report charges that in furtherance of 
an unlawful conspiracy to carry out the 
scheme rooms \VPI-K maintained at the l.o- 
chiel Hotel, in Harrisburg, for the purpose 
of having members of the House brought 
there t-iuit they might be approached iu 
reference to the subjects referred to. 


Those who maintained these rooms and 


corruptly approached certain ineinbors, 
the report alleges, v\ere .lohn J. Coylc, 
ChaileB I!. SpaU, Thomas 11. Moylns, 
Michael ,1. Costello and Martin Lawler. 
Other persons are named as bluing been 
engaged in efforts to corruptly solicit mem- 
bers. Some of these are passed over as 
merely deserving censure. In the con- 
cluding paragraph of the u-port nine per-

SEED POTATOES. 


The importance of eood, sound, un- 


sprouted potatoes for seed is a matter 
concerning which there is no difference 
of oyinion,' but how to secure such seed is 
a question upon which a" ure not agreed. 
Some send north each year for new stock, 
•while oi.hers believe that the southern 
aecond-crop potatoes are superior 
other seed, because of the fact that the 
do not sprout so quickly in the spring 
It is sufficient to say, without going intc 
details, that the Ohio Experiment Sta 
tion has found that the locality wher 
the seed was grown is a matter of lea 
importance than the manner in whic 
the seed ib kept, which is equivalent t 
sa>iug that the condition o£ the seed b 
1016 planting determines what the cro 
is to be, far more tb?,n does the latitud 
where the seed is produced. 
Wlie 


equally well preserved trom sprouting 
ourown seed poiUoes have given as goo 
results as those from eilbev north 
south. Cold storage, Ohio seed potatoe 
have given as good crops as those trom 
Maine or Korth Carolina. Cold storag 
is not convenient tor all, however an 
means must be adopted to obviate tb 
necessity of it. The easiest plan is t 
grow seed potatoes late in the season b 
planting about the lirst of July. T 
carry out this plan preparations need t 
be begun as early as the first; of ilay 
Ordinarily, potatoes will not keep i 
condition for planting until tbe flrst o 
July, but if they are taken from the ce 
lar before they have begun to sprout, o 
when on the barn floor, or loft, or som 
place where they will receive a little ligh 
they will throw out short, stubby, gree 
sprouts, about half an inch in length 
and then remain in that condition fo 
months. The potatoes must be only on 
layer ueep, and, preferably seed end up 
All of the eyes will not throw ou 
aprouts, and in cutting, the pieces shoul 
be larger than for spring planting. Whe: 
•planted, these potatoes will come u 
quickly, and make their growth in 
short time, and almost surely give 
good crop. In ISO" the Bovee gave 
with the treatment above described a 
the station, 200 bushels per acre tnd 
1898 the Enormous yielded 300 bushel 
per acre, which was better than th 
early crop. Late varieties do as well b 
this method of treatment as early sorts 
bat usually the yield is less than from earl 
planting. Tbe object of this method o 
growing potatoes is to secure seed tha 
will ke^p in a common cellar withou 
sprouting and for this purpose it is fa 
superior to seed grown in the ordiuar 
manner. It may be said, also, that po 
tatoes ifrown from sprouted seed ar 
less scabby than those grown from see' 
taken from the cellar and planted a 
once. Late planted potatoes are les 
liable to blight than early, although no 
exempt from that disease. 


Do not attempt to grow too manj 


crops. At the same time do not rely on 
one kind of crop only. Diversitied agri 
culture lessens the risk of total loss, be 
cause where one crop fails another ma> 
succeed 
If too many different crops an 


planted tbey urny tax the iarmer severely 
to attetd to tbetr. aud us a few days de 
lay in cultivation may give the weeds i 
good start the work of destruction of th 
pests is thus greatly increased. Xo crop 
should 'OB planted uuli.'ss the intention n 
to give it earmul attention aud to derive 
the largest possible yield from it, which 
requires not only judgment in selecting 
the seed and the use of manure liberally 
but also the application of labor from the 
start to tiaish, with the view of securing 


>• profit by compelling the soil to produce 
to its maximum capacity.

as a fair limit of time in raising a heifer, 
and she may cost you as much as $2o, 
but the cost will be less thau the price 
of an ordinary cow bought as a fresh one.

When the calf is well bred it will 
nearly always prove to be, when matured 
all that may be ,eipeoted, and her dispo 
sition can be understood before she is 
grown. There is no farmer who will 
fail to secure good cows if he will breed 
for them, and refuse to bring a strange 
animals on his farm. 


TUB usefulness of laying hens is j udg- 


ed by the number of eggslayed, yet some 
hens really perform more service than 
other., although they lay fewer eggs, for 
the reason that they produce extra large 
eggs, which is an advantage in the 
weight of product. A small bantam 
hen, weighing leas than a pound, will lay 
an egg nearly half as large as the egg 
from a hen weighing six pounds.

bantam 
consequently 
performs the 


greater aervice, because she gives more 
egga in weight, iu proportion to size, cost 
of food and room occupied, than a hen 
of one of the large breeds.

SHOW.DEB TO SHOULDER IN FEB- 


BUAEY'S 1MPOUTANT iVDVANCES 


CNDBK HOTTEST KEBEt FIRE. 


Adjutant General Corbin received o 


the 12th inst. the flrst mail report of th 
military operations about Manila sine 
the Filipino insurrection began. It wa 
made by General Harrison Gray Oti 
commanding the First brigade of th 
Second division of the Eighth armycorp 
and is dated "In the field nearCalopca_ 
P.I.,rebruary 22,189a,"and describes th 
movements of his brigade from the 4t 
to the 22d of February. Tte regimen 
included are the Tenth Pennsylvania 
Third Artillery, First Montana lufantrj 
Twentieth Kansas Infantry and Fir. 
Idaho Infantry. 


When the alarm was given on th 


night of the 4th inst., Colonel Hawkin 
commanding the Tenth Pennsylvan 
Infantry, moved out four companii 
from their city barracks to support h. 
outposta, which had sustained an obliqu 
fire from block house No. 4 and from 
force stationed at the Chinese Hospita 
directly at their front. During the nigh 
the enemy made two advances in con 
siderable force, but were easily checke 
by the skirmishers without tbe main lin 
firing a shot. 


At dawn the enemy made another an 


more determined advance, which als 
was checked by the outposts. 


KEYSTONE JiOYS PUSHED ON. 


After daylight the C tab battery, sta 


tioned near the Chinese cemetery, shel 
ed the enemy's position for half an hou. 
and Colonel Ilawkins advanced his en 
tire line rapidly forward. He was me 
with heavy volley firing, but when witl 
in 200 yards of the insurgent line th 
enemy made a precipitate retreat. 


The Pennsylvania troops continue 


their advance to a valley in front of tb 
hospital, where they were met with 
heavy flre. 


At this point Major Biorer, commaL- 


ing the Pennsylvania left, was wouude 
and compelled to retire. Major Bell, i 
tbe Engineer Corps, reported to Colon 
Hawkins and was assigned to commi x. 
the left wing, where he rendered valu, 
ble service. 


The line continued to advance, 


fire being replied to with spirit by th 
enemy. When within about 330 yan 
of the insurgent line tbe Pennsylvan 
troops, by a brilliant charge, swept thei 
from their position, forcing them to P 
treat in a northerly direction. 


Soon after the regiment, together wit 


a detachment of the First Montana an 
First South Dakota, under Colone 
Frost, was moved in an easterly dire< 
tion. 
A new line was establishec 


promptly intrenched, and was still hel 
at the date of the report. 


Colonel Hawkins speaks in high term 


of the conduct of theodicers and men o 
his command, and commends several o 
these ollicers by name. 


FACIXO CONTINUOUS FIRE. 


The Third Artillery left its barrack 


in Manila at 10 o'clock on the night o 
February 4 aud deployed in the darkues 
behind the line of dykes situated upo 
rice fields and bamboo thickets. Th 
troops at the Leper Hospital had alread 
been engaged aud a hostile advance re 
pel led. 


The following day an almost continU 


ous flre was kept up by tbe Montana an 
Kansas Regiments. 
The dykes wer 


heavily wooded, bamboo thickets inter 
vened, and rice fleids dotted with man 
huts extended some distance. The con 
cealed flre of the enemy was very annoy 
ing, 
and caused many casualties. A 


this juncture a company o£ the Twenti 
eth Kansas Infantry, under the veterai 
Captain Elliott, was ordered to the sup 
port of the First Montana. 


All three regiments went forward a 


about the same time, sweeping th 
ground, and killing a number of them 
These movements resulted in establish 
ing the line on better ground. 


Major Kobbe discovered a continuou 


firing line of insurgents posted among 
the bushes and along the wall of thi 
Chinese church, on his flank. Majo: 
Kobbe ordered volley firing to begin 
from two of bis batteries, driving back 
the enemy in considerable numbers. 


The forward movement was continue' 


as far as the stone block house, whic] 
was taken by Company G, of the Twen 
tieth Kansas, which company ia highly 
praised by its then immediate command 
er, Major Kobbe. 


THIRD ARTILLERY'S HOT IVOKK. 
In the action of February 10 the Third 


Artillery advanced, deploying on thi 
ground ii: front of its original position 
and opening fire by command only. As 
he right cleared a ravine upon which it 
had previously rasted, Major Ball, of the 
mgineers, led a company of the Montana 
•egiment forward out of the ravine, al- 
most at right angles to Major Kobbe's 
'igbt front, whose flank then practically 
•eoted "in the air." 
The Montana men 


were firing as they advanced upon the 
nsurgent intrenchments, and by so do- 
ng rendered timely aid to the forward 
movement of the Third Artillery. 


On receipt of information that tha out- 
>sts had been attacked and had fallen 


back to St. Lazaro Cemetery, Colonel 
vessler, of the First Montana, proceeded 
o re-enforce the same with two compan- 
es. Firing was kept up throughout the 
night, but with small effect, and on the 
ollowing morning a detachment made 
n advance from St. Lazaro Cemetery, 
red the house on the immediate Iront, 
nd retired to the cemetery. 


JBNNSYLVANIANS AGAIN IN ACTION. 


Subsequently a detachment of the regi- 


ment, in conjunction with the Tenth 
'ennsylvania, captured the Chinese bos- 
ital. 1'he First Montana also partici- 
ated in the movement which resulted 
n the capture of the Chinese cemetery, 
nd also in the general advance of tbe 
rigade upon Caloocan, February 10. 
The outpost o£ the Twentieth Kansas, 


ocated near the Tramway station, on 
ae Caloocan road, was fired upon by in- 
urgent patrols about 10 o'clock p. m., 
'ebruary 4. An alarm instantly put the 
ntiie regiment under arms in its bar- 
,icks in tbe city. One battalion was 
eld in quarters, and two others, under 
olonel Funston, marched to the sup- 
ort of tbe outposts' line, which by that 
me was sharply engaged. They were 
lined by a detachment from the Utah 
attery. 
The enemy's fire, which was concealed, 
ame from tbe woods, about 200 yards in 
ront. The fire was returned by occa- 
onal volleys. 
The next day Colonel Funston ad- 
anced bia line without difficulty, tbe 
wo field-pieces opening fire on the inaur- 
eut barricades and trenches, dibt.iot 
nly about 500 yards. 


INSURGENTS' FORCED FLIGHT. 


This fire became so galling lhat the 
ommanders of tbe regiment deemed sn 
dvance imperative, and led seven com- 
anies on a charge up the road and 
rough tbe gardens and bamboo thick- 
ts, flanking it and advancing directly 
pon the enemy's strong position. The 
large waa gallantly made, the men Cr- 
ng as tbey advanced. The insurgents 
,ood 
until the Kansas line had come 


ithin 60 or 70 yards of them, when they 
ave way.

to the barricades which had been taken 
the previous evening and occupied them. 


FIGHT IN WHICH AWOBD FELL. 


On the afternoon of the 7th tlie regi- 


ment had another brush with the enemy, 
who had become bold and aggresive 
One of the companies having become in- 
volved with the rebels m the timber in 
front oC the regimental line, it became 
necessary to dislodge the enemy. Per- 
misaioii to do this was given Colonel 
Funston by the brigade commander. 
He promptly led three companies to the 
support of the men engaged m the wood, 
attacked the insurgent position and car- 
ried it at the point of tha bayonet,. 


The combat lasted less than half an 


hour, but was exceedingly sharp. One 
officer. Lieutenant Alford, was killed 
outright and six enlisted men were 
wounded in this engagement, aud 20 iu- 
surgents were tound dead. The compan- 
ies then fell back to the intrenched line. 


ADVANCE ON CA1.00UAN. 


The advance on Oaloocan of theTwen- 


tieth Kansas, holding Hie left of the 
brigade line, was made through dense 
woods, aud in the face ol a hot, though 
badly-directed 
flie. 
On this day Hie 


regiment lost two enlisted men killed 
and one officer, and eight eiiiiHled men 
wounded, but did not slop its advance 
until it had passed through, aud was 
some distance beyond Caloocan. where it 
was halted and'a new line made. 


Colonel Funston bears testimony to 


the good conduct of his ollicers and men 
generally, especially singling out Major 
Metcalf, who was hisslroug hand during 
all the operations. 


Two battalions of the First Idaho In- 


fantry, under Major Figgins, also ren- 
dered efficient service iu the advance up- 
on Caloocan. During the open lighting 
on the 10th and 1Kb Cdotain Thomas It. 
Hamerwas wounded. The battalions of 
the First Idaho, having rendered will- 
ing, gallant and arduous service to the 
First Brigade, were relieved ou February 
12 and returned to Manila. 


General Olis says that this concludes 


the reports of the infantry troops en- 
gaged. I1 he services of the divisional 
artillery, which co-operated with bis brig- 
ade in the various operations, are ac- 
knowledged by General Oil's.

A peculiar feature ot "The .Story of 


the Captains" in the May O«/«n/ will be 
ihe account of the rescue work of ihe 
American ships after tbe fight off Santi- 
ago , which seems to have involved rnoie 
risk than the battle that preceeded it. 
In this connection Ca.pt. Evans, of the 
"Iowa" will relate this story of one of 
his crew : 


"While rescuing the cllicers and crew 


of the 'Vizcaya,' a boatswain's mate 
named Trainor showed wonderful nerve 
and courage, and was afterward promo- 
ted, at my request, for his conduct. The 
boat of which Trainor was acting cock- 
swain was lying near the stern of the 
burning cruiser, and moslof the Spanish 
sailors crowded on her upper deck alt 
had been persuaded to jump over boaid, 
and were thus saved. Three remaintd, 
however, holding on to the rail, with 
their bodies hanging over the side of the 
almost red-hot ship. Traiuor was heard 
to say, 'We must save them men some- 
how,' and withoutordershejurupedover 
board, swam to the side of tte ' Vizcaya1 


clambered up to the deck at the immi- 
nent risk of bis lile, kicked the three 
men overboard, took a header himself, 
and succeeded in rescuing all three ot 
them. The water was lull of sharks 
snapping and tearing at the Spanish dead 
and wounded."
